Please be advised that we have not provided Dr. Guinn with 
any Laboratory material concerning the John F. Kennedy 
assassination. However, inasmuch as you indicate a 
discrepancy between documents furnished you and those in 
the possession of Dr. Guinn, if you could identify those 
specific _ documents, possibly these documents could be 
made available to you.
